¢ Then your child says a different word that starts with the same 
sound as longest laugh. Your child Proves that word. And so on. 

See how many different words the two of you can come up with 
that start with my sound. Here are a few to get you Started: light, 
lamb, lion, lamp, leather, lettuce, lake, leaf, lobster, ladder, library. 

VY Speaking of the library, when you are reading with your child, 
remind her or him to look for words that start with my letter: 
capital L or lowercase 1. You may need to give your child special 
help with lowercase 1; sometimes it looks a lot like capital I.
